Since we have already mentioned 
the Dundaff Street Viaduct, we 
think it only fair that it receive its 
fair share of criticism in this week’s 
editorials. 

How long has it been since the city 
first began fighting to have it taken 
down? 

Five years? 

Six years? 

Perhaps, even longer ago than 
that. 

No matter how long ago it was 
that the city first sought to have the 
deteriorating structure torn down, 
we hope that PennDOT does not 
dilly dally come the spring. 

It is at that time that we are told 
that PennDOT will begin demolish¬ 
ing the bridge over the Delaware 
and Hudson Railway tracks. 


City residents have too long put 
up with the unsafe conditions of the 
bridge its sharp turns, its slippery 
deck, its narrow approaches. 

We don’t think that city residents 
(or visitors to the city) should have 
to put up with driving over the 
bridge for one more day than is 
necessary. 

With that in mind, we urge yea, 
plead with PennDOT to get right 
to the job-come spring. 

Let’s keep 
our cool 

Of course, we realize that when 
the viaduct starts coming down, 
many residents are going to be 
inconvenienced by having to take a 
detour around the work site.

When you start hankering after the Good 
Old Days, it means you’re over the hill, 
right? Wrong! 

Like Miss Jean Brodie. we like to believe 
we’re in our prime. Or something closely 
approximating it. But have you been to the 
movies lately? 

Nothing ages us like our twice-a-year-visit 
to the cinema. 

Bear in mind.we’re a product of the long- 
lines-around- the-corner at the Irving Thea¬ 
tre. We go back to the era when the Legion 
of Decency, the film censors and the Ameri¬ 
can public became concerned when Rhett 
Butler turned away from Scarlett O’Hara in 
GWTW and smirked. “Frankly, my dear. I 
don’t give a damn.” Having seen the great 
David O. Sclsnick epic at least seven or eight 
times on both big and little screens, we 
remember the flap about Clark Gable’s 
mouthing of the epithet “damn." 

Clark Gable may have just turned over in 
his grave. And all the early movie makers as 
well, may just be spinning in the depths of 
Forest Lawn. 

Our annoyance is not with the R-rated 
dialogue and action.

basis for jewelry-buying tips 


lo find out what questions the average 
consumer most frequently asks of jewelers, 
the Jewelry Industry Council did a nation¬ 
wide survey of its retail membership. 

We found the public is looking for qual¬ 
ity goods, and they want to be better 
informed when they consider buying fine 
jewelry.” reported Morton Sarett. Council 
president. 

“The two categories that were of most 
interest to the public were diamonds and 
gold. ’ he reported. "The consumer wants to 
knbw: ‘what does karat mean? . . . gold 
filled? . gold overlay?’ 

Diamonds sparked the same type of 
inquiries, relating to quality and value. It is 
indeed encouraging to learn that the average 
consumer wants to be an informed buyer, 
and lakes the trouble to learn more about 
what he spends his dollars on,” Sarett 
declared. 

As a service to the public, the Council has 
taken the most asked questions on the sur¬ 
vey and compiled the following information 
on gold and diamonds for consumers’ 
information: 

DIAMONDS 

Diamonds are rated according to what 
jewelers call “the four c’s” - cut. color, clar¬ 
ity and carat. 

Cut refers to the shape of the diamond 
brilliant (round), rectangular, pear, heart, 
oval or boat-shaped (marquise) - and to the 


skill and precision of the cuting. 

A full cut diamond has 58 facets, 33 above 
the girdle or outer edge, and 25 below. A 
"perfect cut" refers not to the number of 
facets (that is standard), but to their angles 
and the proportions of the stone. 

Color, which many think is the most 
important determinant of diamond value. 
The ideal diamond is crystal clear, but such 
stones are exceedingly rare. Most are tinged 
with yellow or brown. This may detract from 
the diamond’s value, but usually doesn't 
diminish its spectacular sparkle. 

Clarity refers to the diamond's internal 
quality. A flawless diamond shows no 
"inclusions" when viewed under 10 power 
magnification. 

Ninety-nine percent of diamonds over 
one-half carat have some flaws, tiny white 
spots, or dark carbon spots, nicks, cracks, or 
cloudy areas. As with a slight tinge of color, 
inclusions lessen a diamond's value, but sel¬ 
dom detract from their beauty. 

Ask to examine some diamonds under 
your jeweler’s 10 power loupe. You’ll beable 
to see the small “birthmarks’’that makeeach 
stone unique. 

Carat, of course, is the diamond weight. A 
carat equals I/142nd of an ounce or 200 
milligrams. Each carat is divided into 100 
points; thus, a half carat weighs 50 points. 
The name “Carat” comes from the carob 
seed which is so uniform in weight that it was 
once used to weigh diamonds. 


Pure gold is 24 karats, but because of its 
softness, gold is allqyed with another metal 
for jewelry. Fourteen karats or I4K means 
14 parts gold and 10 parts of another metal 
(copper, nickel, brass, etc.). The higher the 
karat, the more expensive the gold. 

If the karat content is stamped on a piece 
of jewelry, there must he a trademark stamp 
on the item also. These trademarks are regis¬ 
tered with the U.S. copyright office in 
Washington D.C., listing who the maker is. 

Gold filled or gold overlay is less costly 
and is a middle ground between karat gold 
and costume jewelry. This quality consists of 
a layer of gold (10 karat or better) mechani¬ 
cally bonded to another metal. 

The gold must be at least five percent of 
the total weight of the article (I4K GF or 
I4K g.f. = 14 karat gold filled). 

Vermeil is a layer of gold at least 120 
millionths of an inch mechanically bonded 
to sterling silver. 

Gold Electroplate is a layer of think gold 
at least six millionths of an inch of karat gold 
electrolytically bonded to a base metal. 
Thinner coatings are called gold washed or 
gold flashed. 

Another word of advice from the Council 
is, if you don’t know your jewelry, know 
your jeweler.
